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Amendment Under 3y CFR Section 1.111 
This amendment is in response to an office action mailed September 20, 2001 , in 
the above-captioned patent application. 

Claims 1-12, all claims pending in the application, stand rejected. Claims 1-10 stand 
rejected under 35 USC Section 103(a) over U.S. Pat. No. 4,799,472 to Tonshoff, et al, 
("Tonshoff"), In view of U.S. Pat No. 6,916,013 To Neumann ("Neumann"). Claims 11-12 
stand rejected under 35 USC Section 103(a) over Tonshoff, in view of Neumann and U.S. 
Pat. No. 4,199,903 to Fitzpatrick ("Fitzpatrick"). Applicants respectfully traverse the 
rejections. 

REMARKS 

The Invention 

Claims 1 and 1 1 , the two indeperKlent claims in the application, recite 

"A rotary profile dressing tool having a rigid, disc-shaped core and an 
abrasive rim around at least one surface of the periphery of the core, the core 
and the abrasive rim being oriented in a direction orthogonal to the axis of 
rotation of the tool 

together with certain abrasive rim limitations. All claims of the application are directed 
specifically to rotarv. profile drosslna tools of the class recited in the claims, i.e., rigid, 
disc shaped core, and a single layer of abrasive grain in an active metal braze fomriing an 
abrasive rim on at least one surface of the periphery of the core.
